A. M. A. Assembly That 
Opens Here Monday. 


EXHIBITS IN PLACE

Recent medical advances along 
diverse lines were appraised by ex- 
perts in their respective fields to- 
day as meetings of six specialized 
groups got under way, with an 
attendance of more than 1000, pre- 
liminary to the convention of the 


American Medical Association here 
next week. 

Dr. Olin West, secretary and 
general manager of the association, 
and Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
its Journal, are here with their 
staffs to prepare for the opening of 
the big meeting Monday with a 
session of the House of Delegates, 
the representative policy-making 
body for organized medicine in this 
country. 

Scientific and technical exhibits 
are being installed in two floors of 
the Convention Hall. Scientific 
sessions will be held in the Opera 
House and hotels Jefferson, De 
Soto and Statler, with affiliated 
societies gathering at outlying ho- 
tels, including the Coronado, Chase 
and Park Plaza. 

Some 10,000 requests for reserva- 
tions have taken up hotel capacity, 
and the local committee is arrang- 
ing rooms for the overflow. The 
association has more than 110,000 
members, the largest of any medi- 
cal organization in the world, if not 
of any scientific body in any field. 

20 Related Meetings. 

Besides the parent association, 20 
related meetings are on Convention 
Bureau lists for sessions which be- 
gan yesterday and continue through 
next Saturday. These include the 
American Medical Women’s Asso- 
ciation, in twenty-fourth annual 
convention at Hotel Jefferson; such 
exclusive groups of specialists, with 
restrictive membership  require- 
ments as the six meeting today, and 
several national boards which ex- 
amine candidates for certification, 
in effect as top-notchers, after years 
of specialized training; of these, 
the American Boards of Obstetrics, 
Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology 
are in session. 

The American College of Chest 
Physicians at the Chase and the 
American Academy of Tuberculosis 
Physicians at the Park Plaza 
opened their meetings today. The 
American Heart Association, Amer- 
ican Therapeutic Society and Amer- 
ican Association for the Study of 
Internal Secretions are conclud- 
ing two-day meetings at the Jef- 
ferson, and the three-day meeting 
of the American Society of Clinical 
Pathologists will close tomorrow at 
the De Soto. 

Even in the diversity of attack 
indicated by these titles, certain 
new problems and some general 
lines of advance are marked. The 
extension of human life by medi- 
cal science has thrust the ills of 
age into new prominence. Heart 
and arterial disease is not only the 
exclusive concern of one group, 
but the subject of a Therapeutic 
Society symposium today and of 
special studies by other specialists. 
Not only other organic disease but 
mental disturbances of the aged 
are coming up for attention from 
most of the diverse special view- 


points. 
Fight on Tuberculosis. 


Another broad development is the 
deadlock reached after 30 years of 
remarkable progress in the fight on 
tuberculosis, a topic not only of two 
special societies but of another 
symposium of the Therapeutic So- 
ciety. 

Great new steps in medicine are 
engrossing various groups of spe- 
cialists. These include the new 
specifies, sulfanilamide in strepto- 
coccus and related infections, and 
sulfapyridine in pneumonia, plus 
the advances in pneumonia type 
diagnosis and serum treatment; new 
vitamin knowledge, particularly of 
vitiman K, of value in a form of 
hemorrhage; and startling develop- 
ments in the understanding and 
use of the sex hormones. 

These, of course, are dealt with 
at length by the specialists on in- 
ternal] secretions, but they are hav- 
ing great attention also by other 
groups, particularly the clinical 
pathologists. The pathologists heard 
a paper today by Dr. ©. F. Ge- 
schickter of Baltimore, who has 
reported evidence of sex hormones 
in tumors of no apparent relation 
to the reproductive system. Several 
laboratory exhibits illustrate the 
laborious and difficult means of

Tasks Would Be Assigned to 
Boys and Girls Accord- 
ing to Abilities. 


BUCHAREST, May 13 (AP).— 
Rumanian boys and girls from the 


age of 7 years and up may be 
called to national service in case of 
war under terms of a government 
decree published today. 

Obligatory duties will be assigned 
to boys from 7 to 18 years and to 
girls from 7 to 21 years, according 
to their ability and the nation's 
needs, 

The mobilization of minors will 
be directed by the national youth 
organization, “Guardians of the 
Land.” At the*age of 18 all Ruma- 
nian youths are conscripted for 
two years of military training. 

King Carol and Crown Prince 
Mihai, setting an example to the 
nation, contributed 5,500,000 leis 
(about $38,500) to “our beloved 
army.”

BAKERSFIELD, Cal., May 13 
(AP).—George Paimer Putnam, 52 
years old, Hollywood publisher and 
husband of the late Amelia Ear- 
hart, was found bound and gagged 
but otherwise unhurt in an incom- 
pleted house here today a few hours 
after he was kidnaped from his 
home in North Hollywood. 

He said the kidnapers demanded 
of him the name of the author of 
he anonymous book, “The Man 
Who Killed Hitler,” and suggested 
it would be “healthier” if he stopped 
printing it. 

A search for the kidnapers and 
for Putnam’s car, in which they 
brought him here, was ordered by 
Sheriff's deputies. 

Two Department of Justice agents 
from Los Angeles sped here to ques- 
tion the publisher, but declined to 


discuss the case. 

The publisher said he refused 
their demands and recalled ruefully 
he had “thought the other warn- 
ings were phonies.” Receipt of a 


letters and a telephone call threat- 
ening his life were reported to Los 
Angeles police within the last month 
and on one occasion Putnam fired 
two shots at a man who was climb- 
ing a tree near hig bedroom win- 
dow. 


Putnam’s Account, 

“T’m a little upset but I’m not 
hurt,” Putnam said as he sat in the 
Sheriff's office here. 

Then he described the events of 
last night. 

“About 5 o’clock,” he began, “my 
secretary, Miss Josephine Berger, 
received a telephone call supposed 
to have come from Rex Cole (Hol- 
lywood actor’s agent and friend of 
Putnam). 

“The caller said Cole had an im- 
portant matter to discuss and want- 
ed me to come to his house. Shortly 
before 7:30, I walked into the ga- 
rage. There two men jumped on 
me and pushed m2 into the car. 

“They blindfolded me and tied 
my hands. We drove for about 
an hour. They conversed between 
themselves in German, but both 
spoke English, one fluently and in 
an educated way. I asked them 
what they wanted and reminded 
them that kidnaping was a serious 
offense. 

Demand Author’s Name. 


“They said they wanted to know 
the man who had contributed to 
the Hitler book from the German 
end. I told them I didn’t know, 
and stuck to that story. 

“Finally they stopped the car. 
One of them got out. I am not 
sure, but I believe he went to talk 
with someone in a car which was 
following mine. Soon he returned 
and we drove on. They did not 
threaten me, but suggested that I 
igive up publishing the book. Then 
\I could tell we were driving off the 
main road. 

“They walked me, blindfolded, 
for a short distance and then made 
me lie down on a board. They taped 
my legs and hands and mouth 
|tightly and left, telling me I would 
be found in the morning. 


“I. managed to work loose the 
bandage on my mouth after an 
hour or so. I’m not sure how long. 
I called for help and some people 
came. Then they called the offt- 
cers. I discovered when they freed 
me that because I was in an un- 
finished house, I would have been 
found as soon as it was daylight. . 
Obviously they did not intend to 
hurt me.” 

Reported Missing. 

Putnam was found only a few 
minutes after Los Angeles police 
had issued a teletype message that 
he was missing.

NEW YORK, May 13 (AP).— 
Fifteen of the 21 bituminous coal 
associations in the Appalachie . 
Joint Conference today signed a 
union shop contract with John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers of 
America (CIO), making possible 
the return to work of 300,000 min- 
ers on Monday. 

Six Southern groups of operators 
withdrew from the conference, 
which covers an eight-state area, 
but several companies within the 
Southern area went along with the 
operators who signed. 

The dissenting groups, whose 
spokesman was L, C, Gunter, em- 
ploy about 45,000 miners. Gunter 
declined to say whether the mines 
would try to open on a non-union 
basis. 

The approval of the union shop 
contract for which Lewis had 
fought through eight weeks of 
deadlock and growing national 
emergency wiped away the last 
trace of fear that there would be 
a coal shortage. 

Contract for Two Years. 

The contract replaces one which 
expired March 31, and will] run for 
a two-year period. Save for the 
union shop clause, which had 
proved the principal barrier, there 
are no changes of note in the con- 
tract. It provides for basic pay 
of $6 a day for a five-day, 35-hour 
week in the North and $5.60 in 
the South. 

The dissenting groups are the 
Big Sandy, the Hazard and the 
Harlan, all of Kentucky; the Vir- 
ginia Coal Operators’ Association; 
the Southern Appalachian of Ten- 
nessee an’ Southwestern Virginia, 
and the Kanawha of West Virginia.

Allegations of Coercion Made

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NEW YORK, May 13 (AP).— 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dew- 
ey, aided by information provided 
by a State insurance fund auditor 
who pleaded guilty of accepting 
illegal fees, said today he had un- 
covered a ring of auditors which 
defrauded the State of more than 
$3,000,000 in the last five years. 

Dewey said the group of auditors 
were responsible for cheating the 
State (workmen's compensation) 
insurance fund out of millions of 
dollars by accepting bribes run- 
ning from $20 to $700 to approve 
spurious payroll reports submitted 
by employers seeking to dodge the 
full tax. 

Bernard Botein, special counsel 
for the insurance fund, who was 
appointed more than a year ago by 
Gov. Lehman to investigate irregu- 
larities, said 19 auditors had been 
indicted in connection with the 
frauds. One hundred employers 
have been convicted. 

“As a result of this froud,” Bo- 
tein said, “honest employers are 
taxed with higher insurance rates 
disproportionately to their claim ex- 
perience. I estimate that the 
State insurance fund and private 
insurance companies are defrauded 
of $15,000,000 annually in New York 
State as a result of these prac- 
tices.” 

He said about $80,000,000 a year 
was paid in workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance premiums in New 
York State, of which about $24,000, 
000 went into the State fund. He said 
that examination of between 500 
and 600 employers so far had re- 
sulted in the restitution of $600,000 
to the fund. 

District Attorney Dewey said that 
Joseph Malone, 47 years old, a 
State auditor who pleaded guilty 
to accepting illegal fees, had named 
many of the 80 insurance fund ac- 
countants here as bribe-takers.

When charges of unfair labor 
parctices against the firm were 
dismissed by the Labor Board 
March 27, the company agreed to 
accept a board order prohibiting it 
from keeping employes under sur- 
veillance concerning union activi- 
ties and from coercing and intimi- 
dation of workers in their rights 
to self-organization. 

The union, in its compaint, 
charges that a group of “spy girls” 
watched union representatives at 
the Washington avenue plant, pre- 
venting employes from taking union 
circulars.

Opposes Teachers’ Pay Cut. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

FTER spending $50,000 to bring in Dr. 

George Strayer to make a survey of 
the public school system, the Board of 
Education is blithely ignoring his rec- 
ommendations for economy, and consider- 
ing cutting the salaries of teachers. Rich- 
ard Murphy says that pay cuts seem the 
only way to solve the deficit. 

Dr, Strayer, after months of study, 
found that more than $500,000 a year 
could be saved by eliminating unneces- 
sary employes in the building department, 
reducing maintenance costs and pension- 
ing aged teachers. None of these meth- 
ods would impair educational services. 

However, such methods would cut 
through the whole rotten system of pa- 
tronage in the Board of Education, and 
the cries of the affected would probably 
reveal the whole shabby system of politics 
by which some of the board members 
have entrenched themselves on the board.

THE ECONOMICS OF PEACE. | 
President Roosevelt has won wide admiration by 
disregarding the counsels of narrow isolationism and 
throwing the moral influence of the United States 
into the scales on the side of peace in Europe. But 
the preservation of peace is not merely a matter of 
exercising moral prestige and diplomatic pressure. 
It is also a matter of leveling trade barriers and 
abolishing currency restrictions so that nations with 
limited resources can obtain the goods necessary for 
the economic welfare of their people. 

Fascism is fundamentally economic in origin. It 
seizes a nation not because the people will it, but 
because the nation has come to resort to those eco- 
nomic forms which we identify as Fascism. Economic 
totalitarianism was evident in Germany some time 
before Hitler came to power. The restrictive trade 
policies of Great Britain, France and the United 
States had deprived Germany of foreign exchange and 
forced the regimentation of the German import-export 
trade even before Chancellor Bruening left office. 
The various types of blocked marks possibly would 
have come along in due time if Hitler had never 
got out of the Munich beer cellar. 

So, in all probability, would democratic government 
have collapsed without Hitler, for popular govern- 
ment cannot long survive in a manipulated economy, 
and particularly not in a nation of such limited 
resources as the Germany which was laid out at 
Versailles. 

There are those, of course, who contend that to 
give Germany and Italy greater access to foreign 
markets would not bring about their satiation, but 
would merely make it easier for them to increase the 
superiority of their armaments against the day when 
they might seek to conquer Europe. 

On the other hand, if Hitler is brought low, either 
by defeat in war or by economic strangulation, his 
successor might be even more difficult. A Victorian 
economist—Herbert Spencer, we believe it was—said 
70 years ago that peace would never be safe in 
Europe until an outlet was provided for the dynamic 
vitality of the German race. The Versailles Treaty 
is ample proof that the German race cannot be put 
in a strait jacket. 

What to do about enabling the dictator Powers to 
re-establish normal methods of trade, even if they 
were interested in doing so, is, admittedly, a complex 
problem. But in so far as our economic policies are 
forcing into autarchy nations which are still free, 
there is no question of the moral imperative to 
change those policies. 3 

We could revise our gold-buyihg policy so that we 
would no longer draw so great a proportion of the 
world’s monetary gold reserve into this country. To- 
day, we have nearly 60 per cent of the world’s gold, | 
and still the yellow tide pours in. Economists point 
out that if this movement is allowed to continue, we 
may soon have such a complete corner on the world’s 
supply that other nations will demonetize gold and 
leave us holding the bag. 

And, a worse thing, gold would cease to be the 
measure of value in international trade, and a solu- 
tion to the problem of atabilizing international ex- 
change would be postponed to the remote future. 

But if the gold problem were solved, it would still 
remain incumbent upon us to lower our tariffs so as 
to permit other nations to sell us more of their 
goods. Only by accepting goods from abroad can we 
give other nations the dollar exchange with which 
to buy from us commodities not available within their 
own borders. 

According to the Federal Tariff Commission, Amer- 
ican duties on 1021 articles are now so high as vir- 
tually to exclude foreign competition. This compe- 
tition is vitally needed to provide a curb on the mo- 
nopolistic prices which tend to prevail in certain 
fields. Shrewd reductions in tariffs would do more 
to restore flexible prices and remove the rigidities 
which tend to paralyze our internal economy than 
anything else the present administration could un- 
dertake. 

The American people need to decide how great a 
contribution they are willing to make in order to 
allay the economic pressures which make for war. 
For a nation enjoying as large a favorable trade 
balance as the United States, resort to export sub- 
sidies and barter is a mere subterfuge to avoid the 
political difficulties of tariff reform. The use of such 
devices only adds to the economic tensions which | 
threaten world peace. |

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THEY MISSED A TRIP TO DAVY JONES’ LOCKER. 

The collision and sinking of the two Gloucester 
fishing schooners in a fog 150 miles northeast of 
Boston early Wednesday morning was such an acci- 
dent as has happened before with the loss of all 
hands. Gloucester families know full well what 
it means for a ship to sail out and never be heard 
of again. This time, fortunately, the schooners 
stayed afloat long enough for the sleeping watches 
below to get top side and launch those flat-bottomed 
cockleshells, the dories, which only New England 
fishermen can handle. Scantily clad, without food 
or water, some of the 47 men rowed for 48 long 
hours and for 80 painful miles before they were 
picked up. Fortune was with them and not a man 
went to Davy Jones’ locker, although one died of 
heart disease. 

They’re real shellbacks, not piazza sailors, those 
men of Gloucester who go right on making their 
living despite the icy nosthers that rip down in fury, 
and the dense fogs that silently creep upon them. 
The skill and stamina with which they handled the 
dories shows they still judge their schooners by the 
length of the boom instead of the horsepower of the 
auxiliary engine. Old salts like the men of Glou- 
cester are a rare breed in this day of luxury liners 
and seagoing janitors. We gladly douse our fore 
tops’1 to them and wish them many more years before 
they cut their. moorings.

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ILLINOIS STEPS UP AS MISSOURI LAGS. 

Although the Missouri House passed a resolution 
this week for an amendment to the State Constitution 
which would permit women to serve on juries, the 
proposal is reported to be certain of defeat in the 
Senate, where the criminal lawyer clique holds forth. 
Thus, Missouri will remain in the horse-and-buggy 
status on this important issue, just as she did on 
the secret-ballot proposal earlier this session.

Horner 
signed a bill enabling women to serve on juries in 
Illinois, effective July 1. This will make our neigh- 
bor across the river the twenty-fifth state to show 
common sénse as well as gallantry in removing 
an outmoded discrimination against women.

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SALARY CUTS ARE A LAST RESORT. 

The Strayer survey recommended the retirement 
on pension of the 350 teachers in the St. Louis 
schools who have passed the age of 65. This rec- 
ommendation was based on pedagogical grounds, 
although the fact that the veterans of the classroom 
can be replaced with younger teachers at a net 
saving of $209,000 a year was a minor consideration.

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WILL DRUG LAW ENFORCEMENT BE DELAYED? 

When the new Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act was 
enacted last June 25, the effective date for most of 
its provisions was set a year away, to give manu- 
facturers ample time to meet the law's requirements. 
Not content with that, a lobby of food, drug and cos- 
metic firms has besieged Congress to delay enforce- 
ment of the law. It succeeded in getting the House 
to vote for postponement until Jan. 1, 1940. It did 
even in the Senate, in getting an amendment 
allowing delay until July 1, 1940, for any firm that 
looked upon the January date as “unduly burden- 
some.” 

The revised food and drug law was passed to pro- 
tect the health and purses of the American people. 
Business firms, in the majority of cases, were given 
ample time to prepare for it. In instances where is- 
suance of regulations was delayed, Federal authori- 
ties have willingly granted concessions. Most firms 
have co-operated, but a potent few, including many 
who from the beginning opposed modernizing the law, 
have adopted obstructive tactics. To assert that any 
Manufacturer needs more than two years to make 
the required changes in the label and ingredients of 
his product is preposterous. 

President Roosevelt is vigorously on the side of 
the food and drug law reform. He should realize the’

A serious deficiency in school revenues is in sight 
for next year. There has been some talk in the 
School Board of a cut in salaries for all teachers and 
other employes receiving more than $1500 a year. 

If the teacher retirement plan is placed in effect 
and the economies which the school survey recom- 
mended in the maintenance, and janitorial depart- 
ments are adopted, the total annual savings will be 
more than half a million dollars. There should be 
no move to cut salaries until these obvious economies 
are made. Salary cuts, especially if they reach in- 
comes as low as $1500 a year, should be considered 
a last resort.

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PATRONAGE AND BLIND PENSIONS. 

Callousness toward the welfare of society’s depend- 
ents has again been shown at Jefferson City, this 
time in the Senate’s defeat of a bill to rationalize aid 
for the blind. 

Under the present law, any blind person, regardless 
of financial status, is entitled to a pension of $300 
a year. The McReynolds bill would have placed the 
pensions on the basis of actual need, thereby not only 
bringing about a logical reform, but also making the 
State eligible for a Federal grant of more than $1,000,- 
000 ayear. The State could have used the money, too, 
for under present circumstances, the blind pension 
fund has been running out before the year ends, and 
the blind have to go without checks for the last three 
months of the year. > 

But the vital matter of patronage entered in con- 
nection with the McReynolds bill. It provided for 
the transfer of administration from the State Audi- 
tor’s office to the Social Security Commission. So 
for this reason, and others equally illogical, the Sen- 
ate majority voted against bettering the lot of the 
State’s blind dependents.

HREE prominent nations have an- 
T nounced by word and deed that they are 
out for a 
raw materials and that there can be no last- 
ing peace until then. The drive is centered 
largely on mineral raw materials because 
these are the basis of industrial power, which 
is in turn the basis of military power. 
Military power is coming more and more 
to be measured in terms of guns, ships, auto- 
mobiles and airplanes, in short, industrial 
products, rather than by manpower alone. 
Nations favored by possession of mineral 
supplies necessary for industrialization are 
the ones which in modern times have taken 
a commanding position in world affairs. 


'the world’s mineral resources is under com- 
mercial and political control of the democra- 
cies, and therefore the defense of democracy 
and the defense of the mineral! position more 
or less coincide. It is true that democratic 
countries without important resources have 
also felt the pressure, but their ultimate de- 
fense is bound up with that of the demo- 
cratic “have” nations. 

The control of the larger part of the 
world’s mineral wealth now centers in na- 
tions bordering the North Atlantic Basin, 
where the Industrial Revolution started. 
The great coal and iron supplies of these 
nations permitted huge industrial develop- 
ment from which emanated the exploitation 
of supplementary mineral resources in other 
parts of the world. 

A great preponderance of the world’s in- 
dustrial power is concentrated along an axis 
extending from the Great Lakes in the 
United States eastward through Central En- 
gland and West Central Europe, and most 
of the mineral resources of the world are 
tributary to this power axis. England and 
the United States alone control, politically 
or commercially, nearly three-fourths of the 
world production of minerals. Not less im- 
portant, they control the seas over which 
the products must pass. Classed with the 
“have” nations also are France and her col- 
onies, Russia, and several smaller nations.

The position of the nations dominant in 
the mineral trade is being seriously chal- 
lenged by the less privileged nations, includ- 


ing not only the dictator nations, but others 
like Mexico, Chile and Brazil, where 0 
ism is rampant, and the commercial of 


resources by aliens is being weakened. 

The challenge is not temporary and not 
merely due to the whim of individuals. When 
population pressure outstrips capacity for 
food production, the only way to maintain or 
improve the standard of living is to provide 
means of purchasing food outside through 
the growth of industry or through the fore- 
ible acquisition of more territory. 

With the rapidly increasing scale of indus- 
try, the demand for the necessary raw ma~- 
terials becomes concentrated on the few large 
mineral sources capable of meeting the new 
scale. Hence, the growing dependence of the 
deficient nations on more distant sources of 
supply and the growing necessity of can- 
trolled access to them in peace and war. 
Partial success in obtaining supplies merely 
builds up the demand for more, and there is

He reckons that the buyer would 
normally spend about a quarter of 
his income for rent, so he figures 
interest, taxes and amortization on 
this basis. 

But Mr. Hoess doesn’t believe 
that a man can be paying for a 
house if he hasn’t any income, or 
that he can pay as much if he is 
working half-time as if he is work- 
inz full-time. 

So if the buyer’s wages are re- 
cducea, Mr. Hoess automatically re- 
duces the charges on the house in 
exact proportion. And if he has 
no income at all, Mr. Hoess sus- 
pends all payments on the house. 

Crazy? Not at all, argues Mr. 
Hoess. Good business. Turnover 
is death in the real estate busi- 
ness. People who know the house 
belongs to thgm, no matter what 
happens, take excellent care of it.

The program will end this eve- 
ning with a dinner at which a 


silver cup will be presented to 
Mrs. Earl H. Lartonoix, wife of a 
dentist, 729 North Elizabeth ave- 
nue, Ferguson, as winner of a lip- 
reading contest held last night for 
representatives of five of the par- 
ticipating states. 

Mrs. Lartonoix and the other 
contestants, all with impaired hear- 
ing, repeated into a microphone 
statements spoken in whispers by 
persons at a distance from them, 
the judges determining that Mrs. 
Lartonoix showed the greatest un- 
derstanding of what was said. 

Excessive Fear for Health 

Dr. Thurman B. Rice, chief of 
the bureau of health and physical 
education of the Indiana State 
Board of Health, said at the young 
people’s session today, that over- 
emphasis on physical health had 
caused excessive fear of things sup- 
posed to cause ill health. He said: 
“We have reached the place where 
we are afraid to live for fear we 
shall die.” 

“The attitude toward one’s de- 
fects,” he continued, “has changed 
radically in the last few years. If 
one will read the popular maga- 
zines, he wil] learn that men and 
women can succeed without eyes, 
without ears and that men without 
legs may become the President of 
the United States. 

“We remember that Steinmetz 
was terribly crippled and that Edi- 
son was deafened; that Beethoven 
was stone deaf and Milton blind 
and that one of the most useful 
persons in the present generation 
is both deaf .and blind. 

“A child with a crippled foot is 
in no danger unless, because of his 
handling, the crippling effect goes 
to his brain. One can succeed 
without eyes, ears or hands, but 
without a head or % courageous 
spirit no one has ever attained a 
useful or healthy life.” 

Attitude Toward Job. 

Miss Marie Campbell of St. Louis 
presided at the session. A paper 
dealing with attitudes of the in- 
dividual in regard to employment 
was delivered by Miss Ada Morgan 
Hill, director of exhibits and vo- 
cational training of the American 
Society for the Hard of Hearing.

ADMIRAL BRISTOL DIES 
SUDDENLY IN CAPITAL 


Former High Commissioner of 
U.S. to Turkey Succumbs 
After Operation. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 
Rear Admiral Mark L. Bristol, re- 
tired, former high commissioner of 
the United States to Turkey, died 
at Naval Hospital this morning. He 
was 71 years old. 

Apparently he had been recover- 
ing satisfactorily from an operation 
performed three weeks ago at John 
Hopkins University, in Baltimore. 
Associates said his heart appar- 
ently “gave out.” 

His wife survives. 

Admiral Bristol served in all 
class of ships of the navy and 
in all the principal stations of the 
world. After serving as commis- 
sioner to Turkey, during Turkey’s 
post-war readjustment period, he 
was named commander of the 
Asiatic fleet. He served in this ca- 
pacity from 1927 to 1929 and as 
chairman of the navy’s general 


board from 1930 to 18932, the year of | 


his retirement. 

He was a member of the inter- 
national armistice commission in 
Belgium in November, 1918, and 
was one of the American delegates 
to the Lausanne Conference in 1922- 
23. 

Although perhaps best known for 
his diplomatic services, Admiral 
Bristol served through two wars 
with high credit. 


PUBLIC HEARING WEDNESDAY 
ON BILL TO EXTEND QUARRY 


Part of Meramec Street Would Be 
Vacated; 300 Protests Have 
Been Received. 

A public hearing will be held 
Wednesday at 2 p. m. before the 
Streets and Sewers Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen on a pend- 
ing bill to vacate an undeveloped 
part of Meramec street near the 
Workhouse to permit extension of 
the city’s quarrying operations on 
Workhouse property to property 
north of the present quarry, which 
is on the south side of Meramec 
between Missouri avenue and Pied- 
mont street. 

About 300 protests have been re- 
ceived against operation of the new 
quarry, on grounds it would be 
noisy and constitute a nuisance. 
The new quarry property was 
bought by the city last October 
from the Laclede Gas Light Co. for 
$17,000. A bill similar to the one 
now pending was permitted to die 
last April 11 because there was in- 
sufficient time for a public hear- 
ing.

Among the forms of heart dis- 
ease which he said were curable 
were those due to syphilis, goiter 
or abnormal activity of the thy- 
roid gland, malformations, defi- 
ciency diseases, or communication 


ijbetween arteries and veins. 


Incomplete studies at the Univer- 


view that gall bladder disease does 
not cause heart disease, physicians 
attending the American Heart Asso- 
ciation meeting were told yesterday. 

A paper discussing the possible 
relationship between the diseases 
told of work done in the past year 
at the Pennsylvania Hospital by Dr. 
William D. Stroud, president of the 
American Heart Association; Dr. 
Henry L. Bockus, Dr. Paul M. 
Twaddle and Dr. Dolph L. Curb. 
The studies will be continued for at 
least three years longer and will 
consider more than 400 cases. 

Although gall bladder disease 
was thought not to be a direct 
cause of heart ailments, Dr. Stroud 
added that it might be an aggravat- 
ing factor, exacerbating an existing 
heart condition. 

Positive proof that it is not a 
cause, Dr. Stroud said, probably 
would result in fewer gall bladder 
operations. 

ief difficulty in making the 
Pe he said, was the establish- 
ment of a control group of cases, 
which might be used as a measur- 
ing stick. This involved painstak- 
ing study of abdominal operations 
to determine the incidence of gall 
bladder disease accompanied by 
heart ailments, and studies before 
and after gall bladder removal. 


CONDITIONS FOR EMPLOYMENT 
OF MINORS FROM 14 10 16 


United States Children’s Bureau An- 
nounces Regulations Under Fair 
Labor Standards Act. 

WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 


‘Miss Katherine Lenroot, chief of 
‘the Children’s Bureau, announced 
yesterday the conditions under 


which the employment of minors 
from 14 to 16 years of age shall not 
be considered oppressive child la- 
bor under the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act. They are effective May 
24 until changed. 

The regulations provide that such 
minors may be employed not more 
than three hours a day nor more 
than 18 hours a week during school 
terms, when schools are not in ses- 


sion they may be employed not 
more eight hours a day nor more 
than 40 hours in any one week. 

Employment of minors of 14 to 
16 must be between 7 a. m. and 7 
p. m., except in the distribution of 
newspapers. Newsboys may be em- 
ployed from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m., with 
the evening limitation extended to 
8 p. m., from April 1 to Sept. 30 
each year. 

During school sessions, however, 
the regulations provide that: “No 
minor shall be employed in the dis- 
tribution of newspapers both be- 
fore and after noon of any day 
when schoo] is in session, except 
between the hours of 7 a. m. and 
TI. a 

Employment of minors between 
14 and 16 years of age is forbidden 
in occupations termed hazardous or 
those which call for the use of 
power operated machinery and mo- 
tor vebicies.

TRUMAN TO RUN AGAIN, 
‘NOTHING CAN STOP ME’ 


Senator Says He Counts on His 
Strength in County to Re. 
Elect Him. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 13 (AP) 
—A Washington dispatch to the 
Kansas City Star quotes Senator 
Harry S. Truman as saying he is 
“a candidate for re-election and 
nothing can stop me.” 

Senator Truman, who was elect- 
ed in 1934 with the support of T. J. 
Pendergast, head of the Kansas City 
Democratic organization, said he 
expected to begin an active cam- 
paign soon. He will return to Mis- 
souri early in June to make speeches 
at St. Joseph, Lees Summit, and 
Fulton. 

“My strength is in the country 
and anyone who opposes me will 
know he has been through a fight 
when the 1940 primary campaign is 
over,” Truman is quoted as saying. 

He expressed a belief either Gov. 
Stark or Maurice M. Milligan, Unit- 
ed States District Attorney for 
Western Missouri, would be his op- 
ponent in the primary. 

“Stark has broken so many prom- 
ises and is in such bad favor with 
the county leaders that I can’t see 
how he could make it,” Trumaz 
continued. “Milligan hasn't broken 
any promises because he hasnt 
made any, so he might prove a 
stronger candidate against me than 
the Governor.” 

Truman said he felt confident his 
colleague, Senator Bennett Champ 
Clark, would support him, and like- 
wise, Mayor Dickmann, of St. Louis.

great advantage in controlling hay 
fever and asthma in other 
patients, Dr. George L. Waldbott of 
Detroit told the American Thera- 
peutic Society today at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

Results not quite so striking have 
been obtained with blood of cer- 
tain normal individuals used in 
treatment of allergic diseases, he 
pointed out. Re-injecting a pa- 
tient’s own bilocd as a means of 
treating an allergic disease was un- 
successful in his experience, he 
said. 

Prevention of Sudden Death. 

In a paper on occurrence and 
prevention of sudden death, Dr. Jo- 
seph F. Borg of St. Paul, Minn. 
said the number of sudden deaths 
in a hospital there had been 
markedly reduced: by giving quini- 
dine sulphate, a drug used in ir- 
regularities of the heart to reduce 
irritability. This was given to pa- 
tients who had hardening of the 
arteries and syphilitic heart dis- 
ease. 

He said in each of two years at 
the hospital there were 23 sudden 
deaths out of about 800 deaths. 
The next year when quinidine sul- 
phate was given, there were only 
five sudden deaths. 

Dr. J. L. Mudd of St. Louis ex- 
hibited a movie on the removal of 
the left lower lobe of the lung for 
bronchiectasis, enlargement of the 
windpipe as a result of infection of 
the wall of the bronchial tree. Due 
to improvements in technique, the 
mortality rate for that type of op- 
eration has been cut from 50 per 
cent in 1914 to less than 10 per 
cent today, he said. Sometimes an 
entire lung is removed in the op- 
eration. 

Dr. Falk on Pseudo-Neurotics. 

Many persons formerly classed as 
neurotics or suffering from chronic 
nervous exhaustion have been bene- 
fited markedly by small doses of 
glycine, an amino acid normally 
Produced in the body, Dr. O. P. J. 
Falk of St. Louis said. 

“It is believed that cases which 
are benefited by administration of 
glycine are those in which natural 
production is not sufficient to meet 
the needs of the body,” he as- 
serted. 

Dr. Falk suggested a new name 
for many persons “weak and tired 
all their lives” without evidence 
of neurosis on the one hand or un- 
derlying organic disease on the oth- 
er — “constitutional physiopaths.” 
While it was difficult to evaluate 
so subjective a condition, he said 
that the most concrete appraisa! in 
treatment of 40 patients with gly- 
cine indicated improvement in half 
the women and two-thirds of the 
men.

PASSPORTS OF BUND LEADER 
AND TWO AIDS ARE HELD UP 


Delay Reqtested by Mayor La- 

Guardia; Three Under Investi- 

gation by New York Officiais. 

NEW YORK, May 13 (AP).—The 
United Stats Department of State 
held up today the issuance of pass- 
ports to Fritz Kuhn, leader of the 
German-American bund, and two of 
his aids who are under investiga- 
tion by city officiais. 

Mayor LaGuardia askd for the 
delay after learning that Kari Nic- 
olay, Brooklyn Bund leader wanted 
for questioning in the inquiry, had 
sailed for Germany more than «4 
week ago. 

The bundsmen besides Kuhn who 
applied for passports were Fritz 
Schwiering and Wilhelm Kunze. 
Schwiering is business manager of 
the printing company which pub- 
lishes the bund’s literature and 
Kunze is the bund’s “director of 
public relations and public en- 
lightenment.” 

The inquiry was started Feb. 28 
to determine whether the bund had 
complied with the city’s emergency 
sales tax laws.

Dr. Ralph Kinsella’s Report. 

At yesterday's session, Dr Ralph 
A. Kinsella reported on a group of 
184 patients at St. Mary's Hospital 
who complained of uniform sym p- 
toms and who were treated prin- 
Cipally at conferences with their 
physicians. Forty-four per cent of 
the patients had had their appen- 
dixes removed and yet all had 
come back repeatedly for more 
treatment. 

“This shows improper treatment 
and a tremendous amount of in- 
efficiency due to misinterpretation 
of symptoms by the doctor and the 
patient,” he declared. The patients 
complained of weakness, nervous- 
ness, headache, nausea, fatigue and 
loss of appetite. Average age was 

Usually a parent or grandpar- 
ent had had similar complaints, it 
was found. 

Dr. Kinsella explained the pa- 
tients were treated with thyroid 
extract and with quinine, but best 
results were obtained by talking to 
the patients and explaining the 
hereditary background. “I am con- 
vinced most of these patients can 
be rehabilitated by sound confer- 
ence work,” he asserted. 

Discussion, Suggestions. 

In discussion which followed, a 
Baltimore physician said he had 
seen patients like those described 
by Dr. Kinsella for 30 years and 
had seen some who had been op- 
erated on 15 times. Proper treat- 
ment should have been psychother- 
apy, hot and cold baths and rest, he 
asserted, adding that 80 or 90 per 
cent of the patients would recover 
after regaining confidence. Dr. 
Francis M. Pottenger Jr. of Mon- 
rovia, Cal, said often that type 
of patient was very keen mentally. 

Dr James Kenneth Fancer of At- 
lanta, Ga., told of his successful 
treatment of children who were 
growing abnormally fast, or “poten- 
tial giants,” as he called them. He 
said he stopped their excessive 
growth with chalone therapy, use 
of an interna] secretion which de- 
presses activity. 

There were 11 boys and 14 girls 
in the group and all but five were 
improved, he asserted. Treatment 
started at 14 for the boys and 12 for 
the girls.

He 
weighed 170% last night to Krie- 
ger’s 166, but thinks he might 
sprout up to a solid 180 without the 
bad tonsils.

Solly tried so hard it almost hurt 
to watch him. He lunged at his 
nimble rival round after round, 
swinging for dear life, but all he 
got for his most heroic efforts was 
a painful beating, a confused look 
on his face and a load of sarcasm 
from’ the 10,000 witnesses to his 
plight.

His List Includes Lemon 
Chiffon Pie and Tutti 
Frutti Parfait. 


By George Rector 


Having received a number of re- 
quests for my recipes for various 
desserts and pastries, I am listing 
a few below: 


LEMON CHIFFON PIE 


First part: Three egg yolks, 
one-half cup sugar, three table- 
spoons water, juice and grated 
rind of one lemon, few grains salt. 
Second part: three egg whites, 
one-half cup sugar. 

Beat egg yolks until light and 
lemon colored. Add sugar and 
beat until mixed, then add water, 
lemon juice, grated rind and salt. 
Cook in top part of double boiler 
until thick, stirring constantly. In 
the meantime, have ready the 
beaten egg whites and fold in the 
sugar. Fold the egg white mix- 
ture into the egg yolk mixture. 
Turn into baked pastry shell, 
sprinkle a light sifting of powderea 
sugar over the top and bake in 
moderate oven 15 minutes. 


ORANGE CUSTARD 


One-half cup sugar, three table- 
spoons cornstarch, few grains salt, 
one pint milk, two egg yolks, one- 
third teaspoon almond extract, 
three oranges, one-third cup sugar 
and two egg whites. 


Mix together sugar, cornstarch 
and salt. Add milk and cook in 
top part of double boiler till thick, 
or about 20 minutes. Add beaten 
egg yolks and cook one minute 
longer. Remove from fire and add 
almond extract. Cut oranges in 
half and carefully remove sections 
with a small sharp knife. Place 
diced orange in bottom of shallow 
baking dish. Pour custard over 
fruit and cover with meringue 
made by beating egg whites with 
one-third cup of sugar. Place in 
a moderate oven to brown. Serve 
cold. 


We haven’t had a frozen dessert 


in some time, so let’s pick out a 
good one.

Two teaspoons granulated gela- 
tine, two tablespoons cold water, 
one-half cup sugar, one-half cup 
water, two egg whites, stiffly beat- 
en, one-fourth teaspoon salt. 


One-half pint heavy cream, 


whipped, one cup assorted candiea 
fruit, finely cut, brandy, heavy 
fruit syrup or maple syrup, one 
teaspoon vanilla extract. 

Soak gelaine in cold water for 
five minutes, then place over hot 
water to dissolve. Make a syrup 
by boiling sugar and water togeth- 
er until it spins a thread when 
dropped from tip of spoon. Pour 
hot syrup in a fine stream onto 
beaten egg whites and salt, beating 
constantly until mixture holds its 
shape. Then beat in dissolved gela- 
tine and fold in whipped cream and 
finely cut candied fruit. Fruit must 
be soaked first in brandy, or any 
sweet liquer you have on hand, 
fruit syrup or maple syrup to soften 
it. Drain fruit thoroughly before 
adding it to mixture. Add vanilla 
drop by drop, folding mixture until 
evenly incorporated. Pack mix- 
ture in refrigerator tray or parfait 
glasses and freeze for about three 
hours. No stirring is necessary. 
Serve with a topping of whipped 
cream and a garnish of finely 
chopped walnuts with a candied 
cherry in the center. 


GINGER BREAD. 


One-half cup butter, one cup 
brown sugar, one-half cup molasses, 
one cup milk, one egg, two and one- 
half cups flour, one teaspoon cin- 
mamon, one-half teaspoon ginger, 
one-fourth teaspoon each, allspice, 
ground cloves and salt, one tea- 
spoon baking powder and one tea- 
spoon soda. . 

Cream butter, add sugar and beat 
until light and creamy. Add mo- 
lasses, milk and egg. Mix and sift 
the dry ingredients and add them 
to the first mixture. Beat all to- 
gether for two or three minutes. 
Pour into a well greased shallow 
square pan and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) about 35 min- 
utes. Serve with whipped cream or 
a chocolate sauce, made as fol- 
lows: 

Melt two squares of unsweetened 
chocolate over hot water. Add two 
tablespoons of melted butter and 
when thoroughly blended, gradual- 
ly add one cup of boiling water or 
milk. Stir constatly and add one 
cup of sugar. Bring to boiling point 
and let boil for 10 or 12 minutes. 
Remove from heat, cool, and flavor 


with one teaspoon of vanilla.

Obviously, North was a 
victim of “wish*‘ fulfillment,” i. e., 
she wanted to believe that South's 
spade suit was a strong rebiddable 
suit; hence did believe it. She over-

partner may be in a position where 
the least of evils is to rebid a suit 
that he would not voluntarily rebid. 

In this specific case South was 
somewhat up against it when North 
forced with three diamonds. He 
might bid three hearts, but this 
would be highly ambiguous to 
North, who might read it as a mere 
announcement of heart control, not 
as a legitimate five card or longer 
suit. Three no trump was out of 
the question, just as one no trump 
over East’s opening bid would have 
been an atrocious call. To bid no 
trump at any stage of the bidding, 
when holding 5-5-3 distribution, is 
usually one of the worst crimes 
bridge.
